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Council Gives Bethany Church the Go-Ahead 


Bethany Church’s expan¬ 
sion plans cleared the remain¬ 
ing procedural hurdle Tues¬ 
day night when the Sierra 
Madre City Council denied 
an appeal to the city’s Plan¬ 
ning Commission action ap¬ 
proving the construction of a 
multi-purpose building and 
increasing the size of the 
church’s parking lot. 

Mayor Carlyle Griffin, in 
response to many phone calls 
he said he had received from 


interested citizens, had filed 
the appeal. The council’s 
ttt^ion Tuesday night in deny¬ 
ing that appeal resolved the 
issue of whether the mayor’s 
appeal was itself a legally 
valid appeal, the opposition 
contending that appeal was 
invalid because the appeal 
bond required by the city 
ordinances had not been 
proffered. 

In giving the go-ahead to 


the new construction, the 
council offered some varia¬ 
tions to the Planning Com¬ 
mission approval in an at¬ 
tempt to satisfy the concerns 
of some of the neighboring 
residents. Those variations 
dealt primarily with resolu¬ 
tion of parking concerns ex¬ 
pressed by some of the 
church’s neighbors. 

The council also denied 
the appeal of Estelle Droe- 
beck to issuance of a grading 


permit to Walter Richter to 
widen and improve his pri¬ 
vately-owned street on north 
Auburn. 

One year ago this month, 
the council had sustained the 
actions of the city’s Planning 
Commission in granting 
Richter his request to im¬ 
prove his street. 

In protesting the council’s 
Tuesday night actions, Droe- 
beck threatened the city with 
legal action. Said Droebeck 


as she left the council cham¬ 
bers, “We are taking legal 
action.’’ 

Earlier she stated she felt 
her civil rights had been vio¬ 
lated. 

Droebeck was joined by 
some of her neighbors in 
protesting the approval grant¬ 
ed Richter to improve and 
widen his street. 

MaryAnn L. MacGillivray 
told the council the planned 


Street improvement will di¬ 
vert water onto her property 
and info her garage. 

MacGillivray also stated 
she had not been notified of 
the hearing even-though her 
property abuts the proposed 
improvement. 

Another neighbor com¬ 
plaining of lack of notice 
was Ruth Teigler. 

Teigler also joined Mac¬ 
Gillivray in objecting to the 
installation of a steel plate 


over the drain beneath the 
street as a part of Richter’s 
improvement, claiming it 
would create much more 
noise than would a grate 
covering the drain. Richter 
and his architect explained 
that the steel plate was used 
in preference to a grate for 
safety reasons. 

The imp)ending fire season 
also attracted the attention 
of the council members. They 
unanimously adopted on 


second reading of a fire de¬ 
partment-supported ordi¬ 
nance restricting parking in 
certain areas of Chantry Flats 
Road. 

The ordinance had been 
requested by Fire Chief Marc 
Mueller so that the fire en¬ 
gines would have more 
; maneuvering room in the 
event of brush fires, neces¬ 
sitating the fire trucks traver¬ 
sing that winding road.

Sierra Madre art world last 
week helped Igor De Kanski 
celebrate the completion of 
his 48-ft. carving to be in¬ 
stalled at the Orthopaedic 
Hospital in downtown Los 
Angeles this week. 

The local, world-famous 
artist has been working about 
six hours daily on the giant 
piece since Dec. 31, 1981, 
when, he says, he nicked 
the first chisel mark on the 
alder wood slab. 

Why alder? It is stable and 
light in color, and further¬ 
more, it was recommended 
by a cabinet maker as being 
an excellent wood for the 
project. 

Trees, plants, animals and 
birds dominate the wood 
frieze which is carved as far 
as two inches in the three- 
in.-thick hunk of wood. 

Where does one start with 


a project this ambitious? 

The drawing, De Kanski 
explains as he gestures to the 
equally-sized sheet of paper 
with every minute detail care¬ 
fully sketched in. That, of 
course, is his master for the 
monumental project that will 
certainly dominate the recep¬ 
tion area of the hospital. 

Many sized chisels were 
used to mold expanses rang¬ 
ing from the delicate strands 
of the peacock’s tail to the 
bold, coarse bark of the trees. 

The “Tree of Life” is, 
after all, just another of 
DeKanski’s great work that 
includes many media from 
metallic-toned abstract 
paintings to this extraordin¬ 
ary wooden piece. 

The whole idea, he says, 
began on the back of an en¬ 
velope. Soon the tree showed 
crooked limbs that were being 


straightened, the symbol of 
the orthopaedic hospital. 

A first sketch was submit¬ 
ted and “sat in committees 
for months before the board 
voted to accept it,” DeKan- 
ski explains. 

The story unfolds in 
shadows of contrasts in 
shapes from sleek leaves of 
the ferns to thj shiny bam¬ 
boo to fuzzy squirrels to all 
others in the kingdom. 

And what does the artist 
think of his work? “It pays 
the rent. Personally I wish 
you’d take a picture of my 
new grandchild,” De Kansky 
says as he offers the child 
up for all to see. 

The artistic community 
showed its pride by shaking 
heads and exclaiming that 
he had done it again.

Senator David Roberti’s 
bill, SB 1438, which will com¬ 
pletely prohibit the practice, 
will reach the Senate floor 
very soon. From there it will 
move rapidly to the State 
Assembly. New York, Penn¬ 
sylvania and Connecticut are 
among the several states which 
presently forbid pound seizure. 
If these states can do it with¬ 
out adversely affecting medi¬ 
cal progress, California can, 
too.

\Vhai treatment do we think 
of in reference to a cruise 
ship’s doctor? Motion sickness. 
But that ailment is down the 
list of frequency in most ship¬ 
board illness, according to 
Dr. Nigel Roberts, doctor we 
interviewed aboard the Cunard 
Princess. 

Cardiac problems head the 
list of common geriatric medi¬ 
cine, he says, and explains 
that many of the ailments 
aboard a cruise ship are geri¬ 
atric since most of the pas¬ 
sengers are older. 

He treated a major car¬ 
diac problem daily while he 
served on the Queen Eliza¬ 
beth II (QE2) before duty on 
the Cunard Princess. Other 
more common problems are 
broken bones resulting from 
falls aboard ship. 

Dr. Roberts enjoys the so¬ 
cial life during cruises and 
likes the schedule of eight 
weeks on duty and four to 
six weeks off duty. During 
those approximately five-and- 
a-half months off he tends to 
his “strip mine in the Mid¬ 
lands,” the English subject 
says. 

Last year while he was doc¬ 
tor aboard the QE2, the cast 
of “Search for Tomorrow,” 
a daily “soap opera,” was 
doing some shipboard epi¬ 
sodes. 

The principals asked him if 
he’d like to join the show for 
a segment. He assented, 
of course, and flew to New 
York for a screen test. The 
resulting filming went so well 
they kept him on for three 
segments before writing him 
out of the script, he reports. 

Did he play the role of a 
doctor? Oh no, he was “an 
agent.” 

Getting back to his pro¬ 
fession, Roberts states that 
sea sickness “Shouldn’t exist. 

It’s a treatable illness.” 



1 hese days many wear a 
little nickel-sized patch con¬ 
taining scapolamine behind 
one ear. This is a low dosage 
motion sickness treatment 
and works for some who 
suffer from the ailment while 
others need to take tablets 
which can be bought over the 
drugstore counter. 

If all else fails, Roberts 
says, sea sickness can be treat¬ 
ed either by suppository or 
with an injection of phener- 
gan, an antihistimine that 
nearly always works to stabi¬ 
lize the body. 

He was with the British 
Royal Navy on a nuclear sub¬ 
marine before his non-mili¬ 
tary career. 

Roberts has always specia¬ 
lized in “frontier medicine.” 
He was in the Arctic for eight 
months as a “flying doctor.” 
He served the Eskimos for 
awhile, then traveled to South 
Africa and back. On his first 

trip out, he remembers, “a 
fellow perforated his large 
bowel and I got to do sur¬ 
gery with a flashlight shining 
on my patient who lay on a 
plank.” 

It’s not like that anymore, 
he smiles, gesturing around 
the hospital. A tour of the 
ship’s hospital shows nearly, 
total care on a minute scale. 
Roberts actually flew to Italy 
while the ship’s hospital was 
being outfitted so he could 
supervise the hospital ar¬ 
rangement. 

Assisting him on the Cun¬ 
ard Princess is a female nurse 
who is fully qualified for 
operating room duty. 

He enjoys the total medi¬ 
cine aboard ship and reminds 
readers: during the first six 
hours — 200 miles — of a 
transocean cruise, passengers 
can still get back to shore via 
helicopter. But after that he

Police and Fire Depts. Services for Oliver Arnold 
Proclaimed ‘Very Fit’ 


Physical Fitness Assess¬ 
ments were recently completed 
on members of the Sierra 
Madre Fire and Police De¬ 
partments. 

Dr. Mary Schreiber of Si¬ 
erra Madre, an exercise 
physiologist at Cal State LA, 
brought her fitness assessment 
class and administered a bat¬ 
tery of physiological tests de¬ 
signed to determing the 
strength, endurance, flexi¬ 
bility, body composition, and 
lung capacities of our local 
police and fire personnel. 
Information gathered was 
taken back to the University 
and computerized and statisti¬ 
cally anaJyzed. 

According to George 
Maurer, Sierra Madre EMT-1, 
Schreiber used calipers to 
measure body fat, the one-step 
to measure cEudio-vascular 
limitations, an instrument to 
measure lung capacity and 


certain exercises to measure 
body flexibility. 

These tests have been con¬ 
ducted every year for the past 
4 or 5 years. 

“Not all departments in the 
area are tested annually,” 
according to Maurer. “Usual¬ 
ly fire departments have their 
own fitness program and a 
yearly physical.” 

When the results were in, 
the 14 men and women, all 
volunteers, proved to be lean, 
their present body fat was well 
below national norms. 

In addition, they scored well 
above averages in strength, 
endurance, flexibility and pul¬ 
monary functions. 

“The participants are all 
volunteers, so the results aren’t 
necessarily representative of 
the whole department,” 
Maurer explained. “The tests 
are mainly for self-moti¬ 
vation.”
